‘He Heard the Application as any Other

The appointment of receivers for the 
whisky trust under the peculiar conditions 
which surrounded it was the subject of com- 
ment and criticism yesterday. In speaking 

of the matter Judge Grosscup said : 

At noon Monday I was waited upon by 
Attorney Burry of the firm of Runnells & 
Burry. He said he wished to bring before 
me an application for the appointment of a 
receiver.

I then consented 
to hear the application, precisely as I should 
have done in my chambers dewn-town, and 
so, for the first time, learned the whisky trust 
was involved.

I knew 
nothing of any internal differences in the 
company and nothing about any fault having 
been found with its management. So on the 
showing made I appointed Mr. Lawrence, 
representing the stockholders, and Mr. Green- 
hut, representing the company, to act as joint 
receivers, As to the staternent the appoint- 
ment was suppressed I know nothing.

WILL WORK HARD TO OUST GREENHUT: 


The Stockholders’ Committee Has Two 
Plans te Do This. 

[New York, Jan. 30.—[Speciat. The first ef- 
fort the whisky trust Protection coinmittee will 
make for the salvation of the trust will be to 
oust Greenhut from his practical control of 
the property. Failing in this, they will ask 
that the majority stockholders be given a. 
place on the Board of Receivers, so that tome 
check may be placed on Greenhut. There was 
at first an impression that S. L. Wormser be- 
longed , to the house of Wormser & Bros., 
but he is simply an attaché of the tock office 
of P. J. Goodhart, where Greenhut spent 
much of his time in this city. In the stock 
market today there was a rush to deal in 
whisky stock when the market opened, but 
in a few minutes the price had been pounded 
down to 7%, and 10,000 shares were trans- 
ferred. The day’s transactions footed up 
19,000 shares, with the price at the finish 836 
bid and 8\ asked. This stock led the list iu 
the volume of its trade. 

An attachment for $17,150 was obtained 
here today against the whisky trust in favor 
of the American Distributing company of 
this city, bemg the amount due on rebates. 

The American Distributing company has 
been doing business with the whisky trust for 
the last three years and has purchased millions 
of dollars’ worth of spirits, but it was re- 
quired, in common with other customers, to 

pay the trust seven cents a gallon above the 
market rates, and the trust issued rebate

People who persist in wear- 
ing their hats after receiving due notification 
will be fined $25, as will also managers of 
theaters, etc., who neglect to enforce the law. 

This is what Mr, Jones has to say about his 
famous measure: 

»My bill will fill an aching void in the heart 
of every male lover of the play. It will save 
countless souls that go down to perdition an- 
nually, a victim to the first great temptation 
to profanity, begotten by the Gainsborough 
hat that rises like a cloud and obscures for- 
ever the sacred opera in front of the vision of 
the Y. M. C. young man. It is a great moral 
measure too, you see, and might well have 
been so entitled. Further than that, it is a 
temperance bill too—not a high license bill 
like those killed every session by my friend 
Bill Burke in the Committee on Licenses but 
a great ‘ tentative’ measure as we used to say 
of Springer’s tariff bill at Washington. 

„How many a young man has become a 
victim of thedemon drink by rushing out 
frantically between the acts while suffering 
from temporary aberration and taken the first 
fateful drink that is the only refuge and 
solace to the victim of the big hat nuisance. 
This bill is to prevent the first drink’ that 
Francis Murphy used to talk about. I will 
confess that I have been somewhat surprised 
by the popular, in fact, uproarious approval, 
which the bill has received from my col- 
leagues. The Committee on Judiciary, com- 
posed of twenty-nine leading lawyers of the 
House, pronounced for it to u man at this 
afternoon’s session.

TROUBLE OVER A “OULLOM” OHEOK. 


Brother Bretsnyder Making Explanations 
to the Knights of Pythiaa. 

Are there two Shelby M. Culloms with head- 
quarters at Springfield, III.? This is the ques- 
tion which is agitating the Knights of Pythias 
and which recently called a meeting at the 
Tremont House of a committee of five mem- 
bers of Fidelity Lodge No. 117.

In 1884 the Count was left a widower and 
the children motherless, for after their arrival 
in New York two children—a boy and a girl— 
were born. Then the Count came to Chicago, 
his circumstances meanwhile becoming poor- 
er. He was forced to obtain a situation as a 
waiter in a down-town restaurant, and in this 
way has supported his children, until recent- 
ly he has been ill and unable to care for the 
children. 

Count Philip had heard of the poverty of 
his relative and made several proposals to 
take charge of the children, but Count Smitka 
would not permit him to doso. When the 
father was no longer able to work and there 
was no food in the little rooms at No. 990 
James street,a frame building of which the 
Count’s family occupy the upper floor, the 
children were sent to the various soup-houses 
and places where charitably disposed persons 
were giving out relief, and it was on an errand 
of this sort that the two children started yes- 
terday morning and did not return home. 

It is not the first time an attempt was made 
to kidnap them, the father says, and he being 
suspicious reported the matter to the Thirty- 
fifth street police in the afternoon. 


SIX PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Family of Peter Olsen, a Prominent 
North Dakotan, Wiped Out by Fire, 
Bismarck, N. D., Jan. 30.—The family of 
Peter Olsen, consisting of himself, his wife, 
and three children, the oldest a boy aged 16 
years, together with one Bathga, a hired, man 
employed by Olsen, wus completely wiped 
out by fire early this morning.

He Says the Passengers Were Carried 
Down and Drowned by Hundreds. 
Loypox, Jan. 30.—The Elbe, it appears, 
was on its way to Southampton with fifty 
saloon passengers, about 100 steerage pas- 
sengers, and a crew of 180. The morning 
was heavy and misty, and the steamer. was 
only making usual time and keeping the ordi- 
nary lookout. Suddenly a gteamer was 
sighted off the port bow of the Elbe, and be- 
fore the collision could be averted the an- 
known vessel had run into the Elbe. The 
North German Lloyd steamer was struck 
above the engine room and began to fill so 
rapidly that there was only time to lower 
three boats and one of those was swathped 
shortly after getting away from the steamer. 
The first boat contained the third officer, chief 
engineer, the purser, and twenty passengers. 


The occupants of the first boat were picked 


up by a couple of fishing smacks and were 
taken to Lowestoft, where they have been 
landed, It has been found difficult to get the 
officers of the steamship to make any state. 
ment until ee communicated with the 
agénts of the Elbe, and the passengers who 
have been rescued are as yet too excited to 
tell anything but rambling stories. But from 
w can be gathered bat a short time must 
havé elapsed betwéen the collision and the 
sinking of the Elbe. 
Like Rats in a Trap. 


From chat one of the rescued men says the 
disaster must-have been one of the most ter- 
ribie in the history of such catastrophes. The 
whole of passengers are understvod to 
have been. and asleep at the time the 
collision occurred and nearly all of them must 
have been either drowned below or have met 
death while seeking to rush upon the deck.

LONDON IS SHOCKED AT THE DISASTER, 


Comments on the Utter Lack of Heroism 
and the Neglect of Passengers. 

London, Jan. 31, 2:50 a. m,—At 5:30 
yesterday evenumg the fishing smack Wild 
Flower sailed into the busy Port of Lowestoft 
with a acore or so of half-frozen men and one 
wretched woman on board, who, so far as is 
at present known, are the only survivors 


ef the 400 souls who sailed on the 


Elbe for Southampton on their way 
to New York from Bremen yesterday 
morning. For several hours no intelligibie 
aceount was procurable from the exhausted 
sufferers, so that. beyond the mere bald an- 
nouncement of the calamity no details 
reached London until 9 o’clock last night, 
when little by little these details leaked out, 
and it became apparent that one of the most 
harrowing stories of maritime disaster since 
the sinking of the Victoria was to be record- 
ed. Unhappily it also became evident 
that, not as in the latter case, was the page to 
be lit up with any glow of quiet herolsin or 
self-denying devotion to duty or to discipline, 
Indeed, in place of this, survivors nad to tell 
of wild confusion and frenzied struggies be- 
tween crew and passengers to secure room for 
themselves in the too few lifeboats. That 
these struggles. ended as might be fore- 
seen. when the nature of the opposing forces 
is taken into account, is evidenced by the fact 
that for every passenger saved there are five 
sailors to de counted. It is this fact which, 
wher the first shock of horror at the disaster 
had spent itself, appealed to the eager crowds 
which gathered round the tapes, on which 
with grim monotony the awful story ticked 
itself out in every club and place of public 
resort in London. 


HOW THE NEWS REACHED NEW YORK. 


North German Lloyd Officials Discuss the 
Probable Cause of the Horror. 


New York, Jau. 30.—The first tidings of 
distress to the Elbe which reached the North 
German Lloyd office in this city were carried 
there this afternoon by representatives of the 
Associated Press newspapers. The first in- 
formation indicated that the Elbe had been 
sunk off Lowestoft, and, working upon this 
bulletin, the steamship people immediately 
got down their marine and other maps and 
soon located the fishing town of Lowestoft. 

“Why, how is it it was off there when it 
left Bremen yesterday and is due to sail from 
Southampton today? queried one of the 
steamship officials as he bent lower over the 
line of the English coast of the big map be- 
fore him, measuring with a lead pencil the 
distance from Bremen to Lowestoft. 

No one was able to answer the inquiry at 
that moment and officials and clerks in the 
first interest and anxiety of the occasion stood 
about looking into each other’s faces and 
wondering how it could have happened. One 
of the steamship officials, when asked for the 
names of those who were on board, said they 
were not sure of having the names of any of 
the Elbe's passengers. 

The way of it is just this,.“ explained the 
official. “ This is a dull season of the year. 
Emigration from the other side is extremely 
light. Our tickets sold on the other side are 
good on any of our boats, and if there wee 

00 tiekets out, for instance,and the Elbe were 
sailing today, while we might have the 
names here of those who purchased tickets 
we should be unable to state which holders of 
tiekets good on any of our boats had em- 
barked on the Elbe or any other boat sailing 
at a stated time. Thus it is that we are un- 
able to give any guess as to the passenger list 
on the Elbe.“ 

Eibe Left New York Jan. 26. 


The Elbe arrived at Brem en from this port 
Jan. 26 and left there this morning on its out- 
wand trip for New York via Southampton. Its 
course was through the English Channel, and 
it would pass near to Lowestoft. The dis- 
patch amnouncing the disaster was shown to 
Gustav H. Schwab, agent in this city for the 
North German Lloyd line, and gave him the 
first knowledge of the terrible disaster. He 
refused to credit its accuracy at first, but 
expressed some alarm when he found that the 
vessel had not been reported from Southamp- 
ton, where it was due, and considering the 
five hours’ differénce in time the news of its 
arrival at Southampton should already have 
reached his office here. Mr. Schwab sent a 
cabie inquiry to the home office in Bremen. 
In an hour’s time the following startling dis- 
pateh was received which confirmed the news 
of the foundering of the Elbe: 

Bununx. Jan. 30.—Most deplorable news from 
Lowestoft states the Eibe sank through collision 
at 6 this morning. Boat No. 3 with Third Officer 
Stollbera, Purser Weber, Engineer Neusselle, 
and nineteen persons landed at Lowestoft. No 
further particulars. 

The main office being located at Bremen, 
the ageats here were only abie to speculate 
as to thé number of souls on board and could 
only furnish alist of the names of its princi- 
pal officers. 

The Elbe carried 176 all told in its last 
voyage. On its last outbound passage to this 
country the Elbe had on board 232 passen- 
gers, divided as follows: 

Twenty-nine first cabin, 48 second cabin. 
and 160 steerage. It sailed from New York 
on Jan. 15 and was reported as being out 
Jan. 26. The travel is tne same during the 
winter months and Mr. Schwab did not be- 
lieve the number would vary much either way 


on the present, unfortunate trip. 


Crowds View the Bulletins, 


As soon as the confirmatin of the loss of 
the Elbe reached the office the contents of the 
cable was posted on the bulletin board out- 
side. A large crowd began to collect about 
the office and the news spread like wildfire in 
shipping circles. _As it spread throughout the 
city anxious inquiries began to pour in by 
messengers and by telephone. Meanwhile the 
intelligence had been flashed by wire over the 
country, and it was not long before telegrams 
were received from nearly all the leading 
cities of the United States asking for details. 

It was learned at the postoffice that the two 
messengers in charge of the mails were P. J.

WHAT LONDON “STANDARD” WILL SAY, 


Its Detailed Account of the Fearful 
Disaster to the Elbe. 
Lospos, Jan. 30.—The Standard in its 
report of the disaster will say tomorrow: 
There was a tremendous sea running at 
the time and the morning was unusually dark. 
As lights were seen in various directions, 
showing the proximity of other vessels 
in. the vicinity, rockets were repeatedly 


sent up from the Elbe in order to warn them. 
At 6 o’clock the man on the lookout saw a 


steamer approaching. and in order to attract 
its attention more rockets were fired at short 
intervals. No attention waa puid to these 
signals and the steamer still came on, and be- 
ba anything could be done the vessels col- 


„On account of the intense cold and rough- 
ness of the sea few, even of the steerage pas- 
sengers, were astir so early, but the shock 
aroused everybody. The passengers crowded 
up half dressed and terror stricken. The 
officers tried to calm them, but their efforts 

without avail. When it was 
found that the vessel was settling orders 
were instantly given to lower the boats, In 
a short time three were got alongside. The 
sea was running with great force and one of 
the small boats was swam before any- 
body got into it. It Is hops that another 
boat will soon turn up.” 


SAD FATE OF MR. CASTLE AND CHILD, 


They Are Among the Drowned on the 
ElbeeLived in Honolulu. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan, 30.— Henry N. 
Castle of Honolulu was one of the prominent 
supporters of the new republic. He was ed- 
itor and proprietor of the Honolulu Advertis. 
er. One of his brothers was Commissioner to 
the United States, and another was by the 
side of Charles L. Carter when he was shot in 
the recent revolution. Henry Castle was a 
native of the islands, but was educated in the 
United States, having graduated at Oberlin 
and taken a law course at Harvard, He took 
an active part in the revolution, and when 
things qnieted down returned to this 
country to take a t graduate course 
at Ann Arbor. When the proposition 
to restore the queen was made by President 
Cleveland he hastened to Washington and 
then returned to the islands in company with 
Minister Thurston, and took up the defense 
of the republic in his newspaper. Again sup- 
posing the islands to have quieted down, he 
came back to America and last September 
left for Germany, where he had studied be- 
fore, totake a course in philosophy. It is 
supposed by Minister Thurston that on hear- 
ing of the recent uprising he was again hasten- 
ing back to the islands. He always traveled 
on the Elbe. He had with him in Germany 
his little daughter, Dorothy, 4 years old, his 
—— child by his first marriage, and she was 
with him on the return voyage. He married 
again two years ago Miss Mabel Wing, a 
teacher in the Oahu College, — 1 Whe 
is a native of New England and has an uncle 
in the government service in Chicago, whom 
they frequently visited, Mrs, Castle was left 
behind in Philadelphia and à child was born 
there since the father sailed for Germany. 
Mr. Castle was recognized as ohe of the most 
determined supporters of the republic and of 
annexation, and Minister Thurston, to whom 
the news was brought by Tus Taru corre- 
spondent, was deeply affected by the loss of 
young Castle, who was only 29 years old and 
was of the coterie of bright young men who 
have directed the course of events in the isl- 
ands for the last three years. His sister is 
Mrs. Mead, wife of a professor in Ann Arbor.

Minor Accidents That Have Happened to 
North-German Lloyd Boat. 

New York, Jan. 30.— [Special. — This dis- 
aster to the Elbe is the first awful mishap 
that has befallen the North-German Lloyd 
line in more than a generation. One of the 
most notable mishaps that have befallen the 
company’s ships was that which happened to 
the Tra ve, one of the largest ships of the 
line, when it collided with the Nova Sco- 
tian bark Fred B. Taylor June 22, 1892. 
The big liner ripped through the bark as a 
knife cuts cheese and the sailing vessel fell 
away at each side with its sails trembling like 
the wings of a stricken bird, A mishap to the 
steamship Spree which placed its 283 passen- 
gers in peril was brought into universal prom- 
mence by the claim of Evangelist Moody that 
he had saved the ship by prayer. The engi- 
neers aboard, however, had someth: 
with it. The Spree broke its shaft late in 
November, 1892, while bound from Bremen 
to New York. The thrasing of the ponderous 
metal burst in the steamer’s side and flooded 
the two after compartments. For many days 
it was a question whether it would survive to 
reach port, Evangelist Moody and Gen. O. 
O. Howard held pore meetings in the cabin 
calling divine aid to still the seas and while 
they were praying the engineers tinkered at 
the shaft. Eventually the steamship Lake 
Huron came along and towed the Spree into 
Queenstown, 


SKETCH OF LIFE OF CAPT, VON GOESSEL, 


Had Commanded the Elbe Four Years and 
Was 44 Years Old, 

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special. ]—Curt von 
Goessel, Captain of the foundered North 
German Lloyd steamship Elbe, was born in 
Ratibor, Prussian Silesia, where his mother 
lives now. The von Goessels are connected 
with many of the most aristocratic families 
in Germany. Capt. von Goessel’s only 
brother is a General in the German army, 
and under Emperor William I. was a 
member of the general staff. Von Goessei 
run away to sea when he was 15 years old, 
became an enthusiastic sailor, and eventually 
commanded a fine sailing ship. More than 
twenty years ago he passed the examinations 
required by the Lloyds and entered their serv- 
ice as a fourthofficer. He took command of the 
Elbe four years ago. Capt. von Goessel’s 
family consists of his wife and three 
children—a girl 17 years old and two sons, 
one 12 and the other 3 years old, They live 
in Bremerhaven. The Captain was 44 years 
old. There was no more populdr Captain in 
the Lloyds service. He numbered among his 
friends a great many New-Yorkers. A march

BELIEVE ERNST TOSETTI IS SAFE, 


Was to Have Sailed on the Elbe, but His 
Name Is Not in the List. 


It was thought last night by his relatives in 
this city that Ernst Tosetti, President of the 
Ernst Tosetti Brewing company, Fortieth 
and Wright streets, might have been one of 
the passengers on the Elbe. But when his 
name did not appear in the list of cabin pas. 
sengers they dismissed all apprehension from 
their minds.

His family, consisting 
of Mrs. Tosetti and three children, have 
been in Europe for more than a year, living 
at Wiesbaden, Germany.

Tosetti, sent a cablegram of inquiry to 
Mrs. Tosetti yesterday afternoon as soon 
as he heard of the Elbe disaster. 
While awaiting an answer last night to his 
message Mr. Wagner said he had some doubt 
as to whether his brother-in-law was on the 
Elbe, It was possible, he said, that he 
might have taken passage, returning, on one 
of the buats of the Hamburg-American line. 

Adolph S. Weil of the firm of Friedlander 
& Weil, No. 424 North Halsted street, made 
inquiry yesterday at the steamship office for 
Mr. Tosetti. While he had no information 
that he was one of the Elbe’s passengers, he 
expected he would return on that ship. 
Mr. Weil said he received a letter last week 
from Mr. Tosetti, in which he said he would 
be in Chicago before Feb. 15. To do ts he 
would have to sail on the Elbe if he returned 
by way of Bremen. 

On the outward trip of the Elbe there were 
three Chicago people among the cabin passen- 
gers—Gustave Radke, Bernard Spiegel, and 
Miss Pauline Spiegel. The Elbe sailed from 
New York Jan. 15 and arrived in Bremen 
Jan. 24, consuming nine days in passage. It 
ie not likely either of these would be oa the 
Elbe this trip, as it sailed from Bremen two 
days later, returning to New York.

FORMER GREAT DISASTERS QF THE SEA. 


Ships That Have Gene Down, with Loss of 
Many Lives, 

Among the ships which have sailed ont of 
one port and never reached their destinations 
were the steamships President, City of Glas. 
gow, Pacific Ocean, Monarch, and City of 
Boston, Not one of these ships has over 
been heard from or seen since it 
sailed away. A hundred causes have 
been advanced which would accoant for their 
sudden disappearance, and a hundred th 
mark happen which would wreck them in 
mid-ocean. One of the saddest of these ocean 


4 mysteries was the fate of the 120 persons 


who sailed away from Philadelphia on Dec. 1, 
1889, on the ironciad Atlanta, istened 
Triumpho. It had been purchased by the 
Haytian Government and its destination was 
Port Au Prince, It had aboard two Haytian

crew, and over 100 young men who had been 


recruited in Philadeiphia, It left port and 
passed off the face of the water, when or 
where has never become known.

Defaulter Taylor Traced to the Galf Coat, 
from Whence He Satied. 

Punx, 8. D., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—A 
chain of evidence is nowat hand which has 
convinced most of the people here that Tay- 
lor, the missing State Treasurer, left this 
country about Jan. 12. He has been traced 
to Chicago, Indiana, Memphis, Tenn., and 
Pensacola, Fia., and every day can 
be accounted for. At Memphis he 
was intoxicated, and at Pensacola 
he was accompanied by a woman. 
The theory heid by those best informed here 
is that Taylor left Chicago under instructions 
of Lawyer Tenney. and was accompanied by 
Benedict, his brother-in-law. His intention 
was to take a boat at New Orleans or Galves- 
tun, but overcome by his troubles he drank 
heavily, and thus lost control of himself and 
was unable to avoid a disclosure of his identity. 
After escaping when arrested at Memphis he 
went to Pensac.la, where he was seen by de- 
tectives. He hen sailed for Key West and 
from there embarked for Central America. 
That he is now tar beyond the reach of South 
Dakota or the United States is generally be- 
lieved. Detectives may fiud a trace of him, 
but they will not bring him back.

WORK OFFERED AT REDUQGED WAGES 


Cigar-Making Frateratty Divided in Opin- 
jon Relative to Prices for Labor. 


Four hundred and twenty cigar-makers, 
members of the five branches of the Interna- 
tional Union in Chicago, met last night at 
Klare's Hall to discuss a proposition made to 
them for Mr. Rothschild of Detroit, Mich. 
through Messrs. Vallens and Jonas, 
Mr. Rothschild proposes to set up 
a factory in Chicago, and wants union 
workmen. He offers to employ from 
200 to 1,000 men provided they wili agree to 
a reduction in pay of 50 cents on each 1,000 
cigars. Workmen turn out about 1,000 
cigars a week and receive from $8.50 to $20 
per 1,000, according to grade. The meeting 
was secret and was very stormy, the men be- 
ing nearly equally divided in sentiment. After 
nearly six hours’ discussion a vote was taken, 
resulting 220 to accept the proposition and 
200 to reject it. The point was raised that it 
would require a two-thirds vote to make any 
decision operative. This point will be passed 
upon at headquarters today.

The Stories of the Shooting Are Confilct- 
ing in Their Detall - Latham Says Ue 
Fired to Prevent His Wife Being Shot,

Trouble “Grows Out of Interference in a 
Lovers’ Quarrel. 


| John C. Everett, a tailor 23 
lives at No. 701 West Van Buren street, lies 
at the County Hospital suffering from a 
bullet wound in the right groin. The 
physicians say his wound may prove 
fatal. Samuel Latham, a salesman 
for the Thomson-Taylor Spice com ny, 
fired the shot which wounded ver- 
ett and is locked up at the West Fortieth 
Street Police Station. Dr. G. E. King and 
Mrs. Latham, wife of Samuel Latham, ure 
held at the police station to await the 
result of Everett's injuries. The shoot- 
ing was the result of a quarrel 
between Everett and his sweetheart, 
Miss Lillian Nelson, the 18-year-old daugh- 
ter of Joseph Nelson, a tailor at Room 756 
Ma-onic Temple, by whom up to six months 
ago Everett was employed. It is said the re- 
lations between Miss Nelson and Everett 
were displeasing to the young wom- 
an's father he discharged 
the young ma from his employ. 
It is also said that Everett was forbidden the 
Nelson house. In retaliation Everett, it is 
said, sent Miss Nelson several threatening 
letters which annoyed her to such an extent 
that her friends decided to make an appeal 
to him to stop sending further communica- 
to the young women. The friend who 
decided to interfere in the lovers’ quarrel was 
Mrs. Latham, who is an old schoolmate and 
friend of Miss Nelson. Yesterday Mrs. 
Latham sent a note to Everett ask- 
ing him to call at her home, No. 
40 West Fiftieth street. He reached 
the Latham house about 8 o'elock. 
He found Mrs. Everett supposedly alone, 
though Mr. Latham was in tne kitchen and 
Dr. King in a room near by. The reports of 
the meeting between Everett and Mrs, 
Latham do not agree. Mrs. Latham says she 
requested Everett to stop annoying Miss Nei- 
son. Everett became angry and asked her what 
right she had to interfere in his affairs. 
He then became greatly excited and drew a 
revolver. Atthe sight of the weapon she 
screamed and her husband and Dr. King came 
in from the adjoining rooms. Thinking Ev- 
erett was about to shoot, Mr. Latham drew 
his own revolver and fired, the bullet taking 
effect in the right groin. Everett ran from 
the house folluwed for a short distance by 
Latham. Everett exclaimed, ‘You've shot 
me, and proceeded to Moreland's drug store 
at the corner of Lake and West 
eighth street, where his wound 
temporarily dressed and the police 
Everett was taken to the County Hospita!, 
where he denied that he had a revolver or 
threatened to shoot Mrs. Latham. A search 
of the house and along the xtreet failed to re- 
sult in the ficding of any weapon except the 
one used by Latham. verett also says he 
was led to believe that he was asked to call to 
meet Miss Nelson, and not finding her at the 
house assumed thata trap was being set for 
him. Latham, who is about 30 years old, re- 
fuses to talk about the shooting.

MUS UE GOLD BONDS. 

President Cléveland stated truly in his mes- 
sage that N is by no means certain bonds 
made payable in coin can much longer 
be disposed of ata price creditable to the 
financial character of our government. While 
suggesting a large issue of gold bonds as ab- 
solutely necessary to restore waning confi- 
dence, he stated that he is anxious to codp- 
erate with the present Congress in any reason- 
able measure of relief, But since his mes- 
sage was delivered the attitude of the silver 
men in the Senate is so markedly hostile to 
the adoption of any measure that would pre- 
vent the country from dropping to a silver 
basis as to incite doubts if such a measure 
could becomealaw. It is not too late ta 
hope that better counsels will prevail, but the 
situation is so pressing it is no wonder the 
President ia considering the advisability of 
preparing to take the bul! by the horns in case 
of necessity, and issuing gold bonds for the 
purpose of enabling the Treasury to meet its 
obligations if Congress refuses to act. 

It is reported that eminent lawyers have 
been consulted on the subject and that they 
are inclined to believe it is the undoubted 
right of the President to insert the word 
„ gold,“ perhaps in brackets, in connection 
with the word “coin.” Itis said in support 
of this view that when the act was passed au- 
thorizing the issu of these bonds gold was 
the only legal coin of the government, and 
that therefore gold was meant by the 
word coin as used in the luw. There 
could have been no inténtion on the part of 
the men who voted for that bill to have the 
bonds paid in depreciated silver, and certain- 
ly not by those who believed that silver had 
been demonetized two years earlier. So 
itis claimed that the Executive has the right 
to insert the word gold in the bonds next 
to be iséued, since they are to be sold for gold 
only, and it would be manifest injustice to in- 
sist on paying them off in any other money 
than the kind obtained on their sale. It prob. 
ably would be not only unjust to do this but 
impossible to effect the sale while a door was 
left open for the semi-repudiation by the mere 
use of the now evasive word coin on the 
face of the bonds. Gold must be obtained to 
main‘ain the parity and the national honor, 
and to get it we must agree to redeem the 
bgpds with gold. 

So there is no other course open than to 
sell as many gold bonds as will be needed to 
restore confidence in the integrity of the cur- 
rency. Probably the announcement that 
such a course was resolved on and would be 
pursued at all hazards would stop the drain 
of gold from the Treasury, and obviate the 
necessity of selling more than sufficient to 

- fill up the reserve to 100 millions. But what- 
ever the amount required it must be obtained 
in this manner or the silver monometallists 
will triumph. It is not impossible that the 
statement by the President that he will in 
any event issue gold bonds to prevent the 
threatened calamity will induce a sufficient 
number of those of the Senators who now 
halt betwixt two opinions to vate with the 
friends of honest money to give the required 
authority for issuing gold bonds at a low 
rate of interest. There is little doubt that 
such a measure can be carried through the 


| House. The question is with the Senate. It 


is for the voice of public opinion to show the 
halting ones in that body that they are ex- 
pected to do their duty in sustaining the 
hands of the President in this crisis, and that 
it sustains the President in his determination 
to maintain the honor of the Nation whatever 
the Senate may do. The Republicans in both 
branches of Congress ought to accept the as- 
surances by his Democratic friends that in 
this matter the President has only the good 
of the country at heart, and thathe has no 
thought of party advantage in the present 
emergency. 


THE WHISKY TRUST, 
After a little more than five years of iniqui- 


tous existence the whisky trust is in court on 
an application to put it into the hands of re- 
eeivers. The company was organized on 
the trust plan and for trust purposes, the in- 
tent being to buy up all that could not other- 
wise be controlled and to stifle competition 
from ali else. About eighty concerns were 
consolidated at a great overcapitalization, 
and the company straightway began trying to 
pay full dividends on the whole of it, though 
at no time did they count on keeping as many 
as half the piants in operation. They ruled 
the roast for a while, and then found them- 
selves beaten by their own tactics. 

The managers of the trust conceived the 
brilliant idea of the rebate plan. They 
undertook to sell to all customers ata stated 
price and to pay back a large percentage at 
the end of every six months to every customer 
who was not suspected of having bought 
„goods during that time from any other 
than the trust or its agents. The scheme 
took and up to 1893 the concern had paid 
nearly aix million dollars in dividends to its 
members, called stockholders. It would 
have been able to pay even more than that 


on its watered capital of 35 millions but for 


the fact that it had to buy up one coinbina- 
tion after another which organized with the 
a vo wel purpose of competing fora share of 
the big profits known to be realised. Then 
the competition became so great that tne 
trast failed to pay dividends, and it has 
paid none since, though certain’ parties 
on the inside were understood to have manip-

THE BILL TO sine“ RAILWAY POOL- 

Senator Chandler is more courageous than 
the senior Senator from Illinois. He does 
not hesitate to define his position on the bill 
to do away with competition in the railroad 
business. And though its passage would hurt 
the people of New Hampshire less than it 
would those of Illinois he is fighting that bad 
measure with a determination and persistency 
Illinoisaus need not expect from their repre- 
sentatives. 

In the remarks made by the Senator day 
befure yesterday he showed what could be 
done under this bill were it to pass unamend- 
ed. It would be permissible for all the rail- 
roads in the country to contract between 
themselves and to pool their gross and net 
earnings. This would be equivalent to the 
formation of one grand railroad corporation 
with a capitalization of 10,506 millions of 
dollars, a gross income of 1,220 millions of 
dollars on the basis of the present rates, and 
a net income of 111 millions of dollars. The 
management of the affairs of that grand com- 
bination could be placed in the hands of ten, 
or even three men, and— 

This board can be given authority and discre- 
tion to pay out for the purpose of controlling 
Legislatures, State or national, or other public 
officers, or for any other purposes, such portions 


ag they may see fit of the gross or net earnings of 
this gigantic partnership, and afterwards to di- 


the various companies according to arbitrary 
fixed portions of 100 per cent of the whole, 


But after such a contract had been made 
the fund available for corruption purposes 
and for division among the roads would be 
far greater than it is now, for the rates would 
be raised. Col. Morrison says that would 
happen inevitably and every railroad man 
knows it would be done. The temptation 
would be irresistible. On one hand watered 
stocks which are not paying dividends and 
third and fourth issue bonds which are not 
paying interest, all because of insufficiency of 
revenue, On the other ability to raise more 
revenue by the simple expedient of raising 
the rates and taxing the peopie a little more. 

What resistance would the Inter-State Com- 
mission, or Congress or State Legislatures be 
likely to make to this aggregation of wealth 
in the hands of a few men of intelligence, 
who saw clearly what they wanted and were 
not overscrupulous as to the methods to 
be resorted to to get it? It would require a 
general upricing of an insurgent people to 
throw off the yoke which bad legislation and 
the greedy holders of secufities, unprofitable 
now, had put upon their sheulders. 

Then the Senator called attention to the 
fact that the greater part of the gross earn- 
ings of the roads went to theiremployés. Thero 
are two ways in which profits can be in- 
creased. One is by raising the rates and the 
other is by cutting down wages. If the pool- 
ing bill passed, the companies could embody 
in their partnership agreement a schedule of 
wages for all railroad operatives, to be main- 
tained upon all the railroads of the United 
States. W benever it seemed unwise o ad- 
vance the carrying charges the wage scale 
would be cut down. Said the Senator: 

This bill will place the 873,062 railroad work- 
men of this country under the iron heel of as 
merciless a tyranny of employers of labor as tho 
world has ever seen or any taskmasters since the 
days of Pharaoh have ever been able to contrive. 
I am willing at a time when the railways of the 
country are suffering under universal depression 
in business to vote for any legislation to which 
they are justly ontitled and willing to modify 
the anti- ling clause of the inter-State com- 
merce law, bat I am not willing to give without 
contest or struggle all power over railroad rates 
for travel and freight transnortation, and over 
the wages of the labor of 800,000 workmen to 
a six-thousand- million or eleven-thousand-mill- 
ion corporation and partnership mononoly as 
will be created or is intended to be created by 
the passing of the pending bill. 

This uniting of the roads and joint action in 
regard to wages would be followed inevitably 
by a union of all the railroad employés. That 
which Debs tried to do and has failed in do- 
ing would comeabout spontaneously. The 
employés would present a solid front to the 
roads and when there was a strike it would bo 
a national one which would paralyze the busi- 
ness of the entire country. In view of that 
contingency Senator Chandler has prepared 
the following amendment: 

Every such contract shall contain a stipula- 
tion binding each party thereto in case of differ- 
ences or controversies between said party and its 
employés to submit the same to arbitration, if 
such arbitration shall be proposed by said em- 
ployés, under the law of Oct. 1. 1888, creating 
Boards of Arbitration for such cases: provided. 

“however, that by mutual agreement the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission may act as arbi- 
trators under such law, with the powers given 
thereby. 

What can be said against this amendment? 
It is proposed by this bill to give the roads 
privileges they never enjoyed before, for they 
never had a right to make pools. They 
should net expect to receive this grant unless 
they will accept conditions which will tend to 
eliminate some of the inevitable dangers. If 
they will not consent to arbitrate they should 
not be allowed to pool. They cannot expect 
to be given unlimited powers which will lead 
directly to a conflict with their employés to 
the injury of the whole country and then cry 
out for the General Government to come to 
their relief and put an end to that conflict. 
What possible objection can the roads make 
to this amendment? 


THE PENDING BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

Tue Tamer printed yesterday a copy of 
the letter sent by Marshall Field & Co. to the 
different Senators asking thera to vote against 
the bankruptcy bill now before that body, for 
vatious reasons set forth therein. 

Early in the present Congress what is known 
as the Torrey bankruptcy bill was introduced 
in the House; It failed to pass, but a substi- 
tute for it, applicable to voluntary bankrupts 
only, was introduced by Mr. Bailey of Texas, 
and was passed and sent to the Senate. The 
Judiciary committee of that body has re- 
ported it back with numerous amendments

vide the remainder of the net earnings among

out making any assignment, file his petition 
for a discharge of his debts. 

The old law provided for involuntary as 
well as for voluntary bankruptcy. Ifa man’s 
creditors became satisfied that he was going 
to fail they did not wait for him to make an 
assignment, but they began proceed 
against him. If this bill were to become a 
law no man could be declared a bankrupt 
without his own consent. This bill simply 
allows a number of debtors, large and small, 
to wipe off their slates and ask their creditors 
what they are going to do about it. As this 
measure seems to be supported most earnest- 
ly by Southern Representatives and Senators 
it is probably designed chiefly for the relief 
of Southern debtors. The minority of the 
Judiciary committee has submitted an 
amendment drafted by Senator Hoar to pro- 
vide for involuntary as well as voluntary pro- 
ceedings, but it will not be adopted. 

One objection made to the bill in the letter 
referred to is that, while it professes to be 
“anact to establish a uniform system of 
bankruptcy,“ it is nothmg of the kind, since 
it recognizes the varying exemption laws of 
the different States. 

The more serious objection raised, how- 
ever, is that the creditor class and the hon- 
est debtor class do not ask for this leyisla- 
tion, for honest unfortunate debtors can 
invariably obtqin relief from their crediters 
without the dissipation of a large percentage 
of their assets. The dishonest debtor class 
“are not entitled to relief, but should for the 
benefit of the entire community be kept out 
of business. This same argument was made 
in the House while the bill was under consid- 
eration there, It did not prevent its passage, 
and, valid us it is, may not prevent its passage 
by the Senate. , 


THE MEXICO-GUATEMALA DISPUTE, 

The quarrel between Mexico and Guatemala 
over the ownership of the mahogany forests 
on the frontier has taken on a distinctiy new 
phase. The Central American States, which 
but a short time ago refused to consider the 
proposition of Guatemala for a Central Amer- 
ican Union, offensive and defensive, it is now 
reported have proffered their services to the 
Guatemalan Government in case of a declara- 
tion of war by Mexico, and will espouse its 
cause. The motive which has inspired them 
to take their sudden step is evidently the fear 
of the various States that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment is bent upon making war not so 
much to enforce the collection of damages for 
Oveupancy of alleged Mexican territory as to 
absorb the State of Guatemala, in which case 
the autonomy of all the Central American 
States would be seriously menaced. 

To resist the ambitious designs of aggran- 
dizement attributed to Mexico there has risen 
a decidedly vigarous boom of Central Amer- 
icanism. The Ministers of Honduras, Nic- 
aragua, and Salvador, itis stated, have in- 
dividually offered the codperation of their 
countries in case of war to President Barrios, 
and the legation of Costa Rica is on its way 
to Guatemala for the same purpose. If this 
union be effected the outcome cannot be pre- 
dicted with as much certainty as if the war 
had been confined to Guatemala alone. In 
that case, Guatemala with its 1,471,025 peo- 
ple and an army of 100,000, which would 
include the last man of its militia, could not 
be expected to hold out long against a nation 
of 12,000,000 people with an army of over 
160,000 available men, besides several thou- 
sand more liable to be called upon. But even 
injease of combination Mexico far outnum- 
bers these States in population. By the last cen- 
sus Guatemala had 1,471,025 people; Hon. 
duras, 481,917; Nicaragua, 312,845; Salva- 
dor, 777,895 ; and Costa Rica 243,205, a total 
of 3, 286.887, as against 12,000,000. The 
handbook printed at Washington by the 
Bureau of the American Republics states 
that the number of men enrolled for service 
in GuatgHala in 1890 was 99,902, with 
3,918 officers, but the active force was only 
2,989 men. The standing army of Honduras 
consists of a force varying ftom 500 to 
2,000 men, with a militia force of 26,767 
men. Nicaragua has 1,200 soldiers in the 
regular army and 5,000 belonging to the 
militia and reserve force. The regular army 
ef Salvador in 1891 consisted of 411 offi- 
cers and 4,557 enlisted men, while it is esti- 
mated that a militia of about 100,000 could 
be organized. The standmg army of Costa 
Rica numbers 600 men and a population lia- 
ble to service of about 37,000. The total 
active military strength of the Central Amer- 
ican States is about 139,000, as compared 
with Mexico’s 160,963. Adding to these 
figures the numbers liable to service in case 
of necessity Mexico would still outnumber 
them and have the advantage of a better 
class of soldiers, since those liable to be 
called upon in Central America are largely 
Indians who are unused to war. In skilled, 
disciplined troops Mexico is far superior to 
them. Were the contest to be confined to 
Mexico and Guatemala the outcome would 
not be doubtful long unless the war were 
characterized by Japanese surprises, a situa- 
tion not likely to occur, as progressive Mexico 
cannot be compared with unprogressive 
China. Should the four Central American 
States named above enter into alliance with 
Guatemala the advantage would still be on 
the Mexican side, though by less disparity in 
numbers the war might be a protracted one, 
as it is a hard country to fight in, and Barrios 
as a leader has all the ability and courage of 
Diaz, though he is not as popular in Central 
America as Diaz is in Mexico. 


THE BEET SUGAR BILL. 

The House has passed the bill to take off 
the discriminating duty of a tenth of a cent a 
pound on sugar the product of a country 
which paysan export bounty. It was the wish 
of the Republicans to amend the bill in some 
slight respects. Mr. Hopkins, for instance, 
offered an amendment providing that if any 
country which exported bountied sugar dis- 
criminated unjustly against any American 
products the discriminating duty against its 
sugar should remain in force.

There would have been no such run on the 
Treasury but for the position taken by the 
silver extremists, and if they now would with- 
draw their demand that the obligations of the 
government shall be less than half redeemed 
and more than half repudiated there would 
be no further trouble. The fact is that the 
$10 gold piece is worth about 21½ silver 
dollars in the estimation of all civilized men 
except the silver cranks in this country who 
affect to believe the $10 gold piece is worth 
no more than ten silver dollars. Henea, it is 
no wonder that the foreign holders of our 
securities have taken the alarm, sent their 
securities here for sale, and demanded gold 
in exchange for the money paid them by the 
purchasers of the said securities, They pre- 
ferred taking a small loss ona weak market 
to taking a more than 50 per cent loss by 
waiting till the Treasury was drained of its 
gold. 


Senator Vas went before the Senate 
Postoffice committee this week and made an 
argument in favor of an amendment which 
he intends to offer to the postoffice appro- 
priation bill, It is to authorize the Post- 
master-General to buy, instead of leasing, the 
postal cars used by his department and to 
make contract for the supply, cleaning, and 
repairing of those cars. This proposition is 
spoken of by one correspondent as very 
socialistic in character.”

tion of the railroads of the country by the 
government. It does not seem to be open 
to any such criticism. If it is proper for the 
department to own the mail wagons which 
run between postoffices and depots, on the 
streets or highways, it cannot be improper 
for the government to run its own mail cars 
on the iron mail routes called railroads, 
There is no reason why the government 
should not do what an express company or a 
freight company does, which owns its own 
cars and runs them over the aifferent roads. 
No one has intimated that those companies 
have taken steps towards operating the roads, 
The only question is whether the government 
will save money by making the change. It is 
understood that the railrouds are opposed to 
the change because it will cut down their 
revenues. If the government can gain what 
they fear they will lose, by all means let it 
own its mail cars. 


Tue New York Tribune says the President 
proposes too much, and that nobody can 
say how violent a contraction of the note cir- 
culation might immediately follow the offer 
of interest bearing gold bonds in place of 500 
millions of notes to be canceled and not re- 
issued. In the first place the Springer bill 
does not propose the issue of 500 millions 
unless such an amount should be necessary 
for the purposes named in the bill, nor does 
it provide that the notes shall be called in. It 
simply aims to provide the means for re- 
deeming such as are presented and for the 
retiring and cancellation of such as are thus 
redeemed. Secondly, the 500 millions, if 
issued, could not be offered immediately 
nor all at once without waiting a great while 
longer than expedient, as it would take a very 
considerable time to print the whole lot and 
get ready to deliver them. It is not likely

(except the 2 per cents) as a basis for circuia-

OPPOSED TO KELPING GOLD ACCOUNTS. 


Resolutions of the Bank of Commerce Not 
Likely to Be Adopted. 

New Yor, Jan. 30.— [Special.] —It is not 
considered at all likely that the Clearing- 
House Association will revoke the rule in 
force since 1878 prohibiting any of its mem- 
bers from keeping gold acceunts. The action 
of the Directors of the National Bank of Com- 
merce has evoked a storm of protest and con- 
demnation from all quarters in the financial 
community. The directors of the Bank 
of Commerce sought to mitigate the 
storm of condemnation by weak protests that 
they only had the matter under considera- 
tion, but Cashier Duval and some of those 
directors now admit the passing of the resolu- 
tion. The resolution states that in order to 
prevent the hoarding of goid in vaults it is 
considered desirable by the directors of the 
bank that the rule adopted by the Clearing- 
House Association in 1878, declaring that no 
bank in the association shall open a 
special gold account except by the consent of 
other members of the association, shall be re- 
ecinded. President Nash of the Clearing- 
House Association said he had received no 
communication from the Bank of Commerce 
people. It requires the consent of seven 

nuke, members of the association, before a 
special meeting can be held. Judging from 
the feeling that exists on the part of the bank 
Presidents in this matter, there does not ap- 
pear to be the remotest possibility that the 
men who want gold accouats”’ will obtain 
the necessary seven votes. 

A London cablegram says: There is rea- 
son to believe preliminary negotiations for a 
sterling loan to the United States Govern- 
ment are being discussed by the Rothschilds 
and another house, but nothing more definite 
is yet known. The question entirely centers 
on Congress, and in regard to the action of 
that — the public and financiers here are 
alike a. although private advices 
from Washington again speak hopefully of 
the passage of a measure. A gold loan to 
yield about 8 per cent would probably be 
well received here. The latest talk is of the 
issue of United States Treasury notes by the 
Rothschilds.“ 

W. E. Curtis, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, came tothis city from Washington 
late this afternoon. It was announced that 
the chief object of his visit is to confer with 
certain bankers of this city, who, it is said, 
had signified their willingness to aid the 
Treasury Department in the task of increas- 
ing the gold reserve. He said he would call 
at the Subtreasury tomorrow, and also that he 
would meet a number of New York bankers, 
but that his conference with them would be 
largely informal. 

Asdistant Secretary Custis added: “I wish 
to emphasize the fact that I am here on 
routine business only. I have no personal 
knowledge of a uew bond issue. It would be 
idle to say that such a matter has not been se- 
riously discussed. But the matter is in the 
hands of Congress. Requested to express 
an opinion on the probability of Congress 
passing a satisfactory currency bill, the As- 
sistant Secretary declined. e does not ap- 
prehend that gold will go to a premium in the 
immediate future. From all that could be 
learned no conference of the bankers with 
Mr. Curtis had been arranged.

DUORS VENEERED WITH GLASS. 


They Huve Every Appearance of Highly- 
Polished Wood, 

Two Boston inventors have secured a pat- 
ent for a process of making giass veneers 
which have many peculiar properties, This 
invention relates primarily to the production 
of ornamental giass, which may be either 
semi-transparent or opaque, and is made to 
represent highly-polished wood of any de- 
scription. It is intended to be applicable for 
veneering wherever required, and is particu- 
lariy adapted for vestibule and other doors, 
the exterior of the glass having the 
appearance of highly-polished woud, 
while in the interior of the house it will ap- 
pear semi-transparent. In carrying the in- 
vention into practice a sheet of ground or 
plain glass is taken of any desired size and 
clouded the same on one side with a liquid 
dye of the proper color to represent any de- 
sired wood, which dye is applied by means of 
a sponge for delineatmg the grain of the 
wood so as to appear upon the surface of tae 
glass. The shading is softened by means of a 
badger brush. Photographers’ varnish is 
then caused to flow on the glass, and 
leaves the grain clear and  fust 
without the necessity of using any 
gelatinous substance, which would render 
it liable to crack and spoil the effect. To 
complete the operation the glass is then 
slightly heated, and the various shades of 
dyes required for the particular wood to be 
represented are caused to flow over it by 
means of a syringe. The glass is heated in 
order to prevent the shadings from merging 
into each other. The whoie is then made 
seini-transparent by applying another coat of 
photographers’ varnish, so as to prevent the 
dyes from being effaced’ while the exterior 
surface presents the appearance of a highly-. 
polished solid wood finish. 


ARGUMENTS IN THE PULLMAN OASE. 


Attorney-General Molonsy and Mr. Burry 
in Leg2l Comb t. 

Attorney-General Moloney concluded his 
argument yesterday in his suit against the 
Pullman company. The argument is on the 
demurrer of the State to the pleas filed by 
the company.

WORK OF OONVIOTS ON THE ROAD. 


Plan in Virginia Proves a Success and 
Saves Much Money. 

Here is an item which should be of interest 

to every taxpaying citizen ot Prince Ed ward. 
When the convicts were employed last sum- 
mer to work our roads it was given out by 
-the Board of Supervisors that it was a mere 
experiment. From the facts and _ figures 
shown us by County Clerk Thackston es to 
the Gost, etc., of working and maintaining 
these convicts the success of the experiment 
cannot be doubted by even the most skeptical 
as to the’expediency of such a plan. 

In the 1893.94 road warning season and 
before the courts decided the old law to be 
unconstitutional the amount paid to road 
ry alone amounted in round figures to 
$2, and much complaint was continually 
going up against the condition of the r in 


every district. At present the roads 
are in better condition than in any 
winter season for twenty years past, 


and the fact is due to the convict labor under 
the wise direction of Mr. J. Crute, who 
was their superintendent, and here are the 
exact of cost to the county. §Expenses 
of all kinds, $1,614. Of this amount there 
are permanent supplies, such as mules, 
wagons, shovels, ete., costing $431.19, mak- 
ing the actual cost for labor, guards, and in 
fact ever 222 nse only $1,184.17. 

From ve it will be observed that the 
convict labor as against the old plan saved to 
our taxpayers over $1,000. 

With such results as shown above none can 
but approve of the reémploying of convicts to 
keep up the roads of the county, and it might 
bes to the Supervisors that work be 
commenced earlier this year than it was 
before.—Farmville (Va.) Herald.

Furniture Manufacturers Make an Agree- 
ment with the Retallers.

ARMENIA THE IRELAND OF TURKEY. 


Chicago People Told of the Deplorable 
Condition of the Sultan’s Victims. 
M. M. Mangasarian talked on the Armenian 
troubles last night at Ethical Hall, No. 40 
Dearborn street. He was particularly fitted 
to speak on the subject as Armenia is his 
native land. He gave an interesting sketch 
of the orig d history of the Armenians 
and of their high progress in civilization. 
He said that Armer ia was the Ireland of 
Turkey, with the addition that Turkey had 
nota civilized ruler, The war in the East 
was not between Turks and Armenians but 
between the Crescent and the Cross, He 
drew aterrible indi-tment against the Gov- 
ernment of Turkey and said that it could be 
reformed only in one way—by abolishing it. 
He pleaded for American intervention on 
the ground that humanity higher than 
any political creed or ne ty, and prophe- 
sied the early eet lie of Turkish 
domination.

NEY’S NOBTH SHORE SUIT, 


Decides the State Has the Right te Grant 
the Use of the Submerged Lands to the 
Park Board and the Law So Passed Is 
Constitutional@The Matter of Bound- 


ferred to a Master in Chancery, the 
Park Commissioners Being Sustained, 


Attorney-General Molonoy’s quo warranto 
suit to prevent an association of property- 
owners from making land along the north 
shore of Lake Michigan was dismissed yester- 
day by Judge Windes. On another issue, 
however, the court sustained the position of 
the Lincoln Park Commissioners in regard to 
the boundaries to the proposed extension and 
referred the matter toa Master in Chancery 
to hear evidence on the value of the land, 
caused by the deviation from the original 
lines, The Master will also be asked to de- 
cide the question of ownership of the land 
adjoining ‘the city property near Chicago 
avenue, The Attorney-Geoeral will take an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Windes’ decision deult with two suits 
that were consolidated for the purpose of the 
exhaustive hearing and arguments that occu- 
pied the court’s time a month or two ago. 
In one suit the Attorney-General is com- 
plainant in the e of the people and by a 
quo warranto proceeding sought to set aside 
the contract by which the Lincoln Park Com. 
es ern hed given private individuals the 

ht to make land aloog the north shore east 

of the Lake Shore drive. The making of 150 
pen was contemplated and the estimated 
value of the newly created property was 
placed at $3,000,000. 

In the other suit the Chicago Title and 
Trust company was complainant as trustee 
for the property-owners, and the suit sought 
to enforce specific performance of the con- 
tract with the Lincoln Park Commissioners. 
The issue in dispute was the location of boun- 
daries of the same tract, the defendants 
claiming the contractors were seeking to en- 
large the boundaries, Judge Windes dis- 
missed the bill of the Attorney-General for 
u \nt of equity, and thus declared the act of 
the Legislature authoriz * Park Com- 
missioners to cxtend the ke Shore drive 
into Lake Michigan and fill in is valid. 

State Has Rights Over the Land, 

Judge Windes reviews the whole history of 
tho North Shore and the efforts of property- 
owners to reclaim lands from the lake. e 
then sets out the act of the Legislature author - 
izing the extension of the drive into the lake 
and giving the Park Commissioners power to 
contract with the owners of the shore for 
filling in the submerged land between the 
drive as extended and the old shore line. By 
these contracts the property-owners were to 
give up their riparian rights and pay for the 
constructaon of the drive, but they were to re- 
main owners of the made lands. The court 
says: 

By the English common law the title of the 
lands 2 the waters was to the King, subject 
to the right of the le to navigate such waters 
and to fish therein. The power of English 
Parliament over the rights of the people was su- 
preme. The title to the lands under the waters 
of Lake Michigan is a similar title to that of the 
King in lands under tide waters as is vested in 
the State in its sovereign capacity. The State 
holds it in trust for tne people for all purposes 


of which it may be used beneficially to the peo- 
ple, subject, however, to the 22 right * 
the United States Government to ulate one 


meree. The islature represents the State and 

the people and its power is supreme as to the 

rights of the people in this regard, unless there 

is some limitations on this power by an express 

provision of the State Constitu No such 
rovision has been poin ont by counsel nor 

— the court been able to discover any. 

The Legislature is to determine what is and 
what is not for the benefit of the people, and in 
the absence of ud its decision as to general 
rule is final. The power of the Legislature is 
plenary to convey the fee of lands covered by 
waters «f the lake to privute individuals for = 
xnccomiishment of 
people of the State. 

of the act of the Legislature in this case or 
— the. Com oners, who have been intrusted 

with the power to carry out that act, is not a 
— which this 2 can der in the ab 
sence ofa charge of fiaud, which bas not been 
made in this case. 

The court reviews the decisions rendered by 
different courts as to the power of the Legis. 
lature to convey the titles of land belonging 
to the people, and reiterates the decision of 
the Legislature was final when it authorized 
the Park Commissioners to contract with the 
property-owners, and in return for their 
riparian rights give them the rechtimed land. 
if it had appeared there was Fraud in the 
transaction, the court says, an entirely differ. 
ent question would have been presented. 
Then the question would have been whether 
the Legislature had the power to abrogate the 
rights of the people. 

The Law Not a Special One. 


It was contended the act was a special or 
local law and therefore prohibited by the Con- 
stitution. Judge Windes holds act was 
not a special one, and in its title it clearly 
enough sets forth the object for which it was 
passed. The court holds the Commissioners 
complied with the law in the location of the 
drive, and tne Attorney-General was wrong in 
his claim the drive has been located in navi- 
gable waters. 
On the point raised by the property-owners 
in the trial of the case that the State is stopped 
from claiming title to the lands by delay in 
filing the information to stop the work of fill- 
ing the court says: 
The court has reached the conclusion under 
the facts in this case there seems to be no good 
reason in equity and good conscience why the 

ple should be stopped from ciaimi any re 
ief, at least not until compensation has been 
made to the property-owners for the expenditures 
they have made on the faith of the laws of this 
valid. if it should be held any such laws are in- 
va 
In dismissing the bill of the Chicago Title 
. Trust compauy Judge Windes says all 
that was involved in the suit was the, quieting 
of the title to the lands held in trust by the 
complainants. If the contract between the 
shore-owners and the Commissioners is not 
carried out the Trust company can get no 
title. On the other hand, if the contracis are 
performed it does not appear the Com mission- 
ers or any one else except the people of the 
State of Lilinois will dispute the title, and the 
people are a party to the bill. The bill is dis- 
missed because it presents no case for equita- 
ble relief. 

State Takes Away City Property. 
The last question which Judge Windes dis- 
posed of is the claim of the city to ‘he land 
being made outside cf the water-works at 
Pearson street and between that and Chicago 
avenue, The city did not, like the other share- 
owners, enter into the contracts with the Park 
Commissioners, but stood in a position of 
claiming the ownership of any land which 
might be made by the extension of the drive 
outside its property. The court admits the 
city has the title to the property occupied by 
the water-works and it is a riparian owner. 
The City of Chicago having the right of 
ony private riparian owner cannot be deprived 
that right without compensation unless 
2 State has the power to take it away because 
it has not been used or is not needed by the city. 
It does not appear the city has made any use of 
the submerged lands iu front of its watei-works. 
Public property belonging to a city not . propri- 
ated, used, or needed for any purpose may be de- 
voted by the Legislature to some other public 
poses within the city. The city cannot engage 
n trade or commerce and without the authority 
f the Legislature cannot 8 upon the 
sti domain by filling in these submerged 


ands.

Placards Going Up Aunouncing the Cut 
Price for Full Loaves. 

Passengers on the cable lines that turn east 
and west from La Salle avenue on Illinois 
street ‘were surprised yesterday to notice in 
front of a weathet-beaten, rather dilapidated 
store on the north side of Illinois street the 
following placard : 


: FRESH BREAD : 

; FOUR CENTS A LOAF. : 
sre were other announcements, such as 
two pounds of sugar for nine cents, gasoline 
18 cent a gailon, etc., but it was the bread 
ad vertisement alone that stactied the tunnel 
tourists. The bread market seldom fluctu- 
ates. There have been for years rumors the 
reliable retail standard of five cents a loaf 
was to take a fall, but it has only become a 
reality in Chicago during the last three 
monihs. For ninety days numerous retail 
rocers and bakers in the outskirts of the city 
ve been sellmg fresh bread of standard 
weight for four cents a loaf, but an audacious 
placarding of the fact bas never before 
been attempted so near the business center 
as lilinois street. The signiess shop is pre- 
sided over by a woman of uncertain nation- 
ality. She appears from behind dingy cur- 
tu ius in the rear of her shop every time the 
opening door announces a customer. With 
much effort she made a reporter for Tun 
Tripuns understand yesterday her loaves 
were strictly fresh and weighed one and a half 
pounds each. Each loaf bore a paster certi- 
fying on behalf of the International Bakers’ 
nion it was the product of union labor. The 
bread she said was purchased of C. Valkmar 

at North avenue and Burling street. 

At the Valkmar bakery the bread was ac- 
knowledged. Tes,“ said the German girl 
who lined up behind the showcase, ** we sell the 
bread, but I don’t see how much can be made 
at selling it at four cents a loaf.“ 

Po you pay union wages for your labor?“ 

**O, yes; you see there are only four of us. 
My father-in-law and brother-in-law do all 
the baking, my husband drives the delivery 
wagon, 1 tend the store. It is about 
three months since our retail customers firat 
began to sell at four cents a loaf. 

uquiry on the North Side developed the 
fact.the leaven of a four-cent loaf was rapidly 
causing a fermentation in prices. A few 
weeks ago there were only one or two of the 
daring ones brave enough to face a possible 
boycott. Now the four-cent bread can be 
hought at several groceries and bakeries in 


streets. Mrs, M. Josephine Jouris, who con- 
ducts a bakery business in Burling street, is 
one of the number who adheres to the old 
price. She said: 

I pay four cents a lohf for my bread and 
manifestly could not seli it at the same price.

Yesterday he succeeded in drawing 
about a pint of blood from a wound in the 
horse’s neck and he will at once p to ex- 
tract the immuniz qualities from the blood 
and with it inoculate a number of guinea pigs 
infected with the diphtheria germs.

In regard to the Twelfth Ward Woman's 
Relief club its President, Mrs. Thomas Rob- 
inson, said yesterday: “ Our object is to do 
all in our power to aid the respectable poor of 
the Twelfth Ward. There are many families 
who have been in good circumstances who 
even now are living in houses owned by them- 
selves which are partly paid for, but they 
have borrowed by mortgage on their homes 
up to the last dollar and now cannot sell what 
little equity they may have in them. Nor 


can they get further credit with the butcher 


or the grocer. These people would rather 
starve than call on the county for aid, but 
they would accept aid if place in the way of 
a loan to be returned when times are better. 

In order to act quickly und systematically 
in this work we propose to take advantage of 
the roster of the Twelfth Ward Women’s Re- 
publican club and also to use the knowledge 
of the men of the Twelfth Ward Republican 
club to assist us in getting in contact with the 
women all over the ward. One woman will 
be selected from each precinct. A precinct 
comprises an average of six blocks. This 
woman, with two or three others whom-she 
will know, will be able to make a house-to- 
house canvass. They will go ostensibly to 
ask contributions—a peck of potatoes, a quart 
of beans, a sack of flour, old clothes, or coal— 
but, in reality, they hope todraw out people 
in this way and cause them to disclose their 
true condition. 


Will Do Away with Red Tape. 


„Those who can and will give something 
will be asked to send their mite to head. 
quarters ur we will have wagons go around 
and collect the offermgs. Ald. James L. 
Campbell has offered the Twelfth Ward head- 

uarters for a place of distribution and as 

ast as things come in they will be dealt out 
according to reports which will come in from 
the different precincts, forty-seven in num- 
ber. One or two of the women from the 
various precincts will be asked to take charge 
at headquarters by turns so that the duties 
will not be too arduous for any one. There 
will not be a paid officer in the whole concern. 
We have free rents. The only thing

The precinct Chairman will also be given 
power to aid directly any emergency cases, 
reporting same to headquarters. Our object, 
as can be readily seen, is to act quickly, with 
as little redtape, committee meet „ and all 
that sort of thing as possible. It would be 
unfair not to give credit to Ald. Campbell for 
his kind offer of Republican headquarters for 
our use. He it was, in fact, oe his wife, 
who is Secretary of our Relief club, who first 
brought this need of a practical charity be-

MRS, ALICE FREEMAN PALMER RESIGNS. 


She and Prof. Palmer Are Going Abroad 
for Study and Recreation. 

Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer has tendered 
her resignation as dean of women and pro- 
fessor of history at Chicago University. Un- 
til the Board of Trustees considers the resig- 
nation officially no one will be named as her 
successor, During the last two years Mrs. 
Palmer has divided her time between Chicago 
University and Harvard University, where 
her husbdnd, George H. Palmer, is head pro- 
fessor of philosophy. Being particularly in- 
terested in the university life of girls, 
Mrs. Palmer has been able to raise 
the enrollment at Chicago Univer- 
sity until it claims the largest 
attendance of women of all the coeducational 
institutions in the country. Mrs. Palmer im- 
plies that the separation is for only a short 
time. She and her husband are going abroad. 
As an educator Mrs. Palmer is widely known. 
In 1876 she was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and six years later her alma 
mater conferred the degree ot Ph. D. In 
1887 the degree of L. H. D. was received 
from Columbia College.

Mr. Baker 
said the train was made up ot Pullmans and 
express cars he believed it had a mail car 
on it. Mr, Baker admitted havmg at one 
time owned Puliman stock, but he had dir- 
posed of it before the strike. The strikers 
had proposed to permit the train to be run to 
Helena, but the Superintendent of the road 
would not allow it.
